I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and, 
vital  statistics  of  the  District  for  the  year  1947*  Details  of  work  and 
records  of  inspections  made  by  the  District  Sanitary  Inspectors,  together 
with  information  on  the  sanitary  circumstances  prevailing  in  the  area  are 

f 

presented  by  Mr,  A.E,  Shaw  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  Surveyor,  and 
incorporated  with  the  report. 

There  was  no  serious  epidemic  of  infectious  disease  during  the 
year  and  the  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Measles  notified  was 
less  than  the  previous  ye ar0 

Arrangements  were  made  during  the  year  for  the  exhibition  of  a 
film  to  the  medical  and  nursing  profession  in  the  District  on  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  Anterior  Poliomyelitis., 

Although  there  were  a number  tY  children  and  adults  suspected  to 
be  suffering  from  the  disease,  in  only  one  case  was  the  diagnosis  confirmed, 
and  the  child  made  good  recovery  following  orthopaedic  treatment,  . 

Two  canes  of  Diphtheria  were  notified  from  Hal  ton  Air  Force  Camp, 

The  cases  of  Paratyphoid  and  Typhoid  wore  also  notified  from  the 
Halton  Air  Force  Camp, 

There  was  one  doath  from  Faucial  Diphtheria,  this  child  aged  2 
years  had  not  boon  previously  immunised  against  the-  disease. 

Propaganda  on  a national  basis  has  ensured  that  the  residents  in 
the  District  take  full  advantage  of  the  facilities  afforded  for  the  prevention 
of  Diphtheria  at  the  ten  clinics  held  each  month  in  largo  villages  throughout 


the  District, 


Children  oan  now  be  immunised  against  Whooping  Cough  at  those 
clinios,  Further  details  of  the  sessions  are  contained  in  the  body  of  the 
report. 

The  Emergency  Publio  Hoalth  Laboratories  at  Stoke  Mandeville 
Ministry  of  Pensions  Hospital,  and  at  Oxford  servo  the  ‘■"hole  District  for 
pathological  and  bacteriological  examinations.  Samplos  are  submitted 
regularly  of  milk  and  water B also  clinical  materia'.',  in  oases  of  suspected 
infectious  disease  or  food  poisoning.

MR,  CHAIRMAN,  LADIES  AND  GENTLEMEN, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of  the 
Inspectors  branch  of  the  Department. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  cleansing  servioe  in  operation  throughout  all  Parishes  became 
increasingly  in  demand. 

Collection  of  refuse  is  undertaken  by  the  Council's  three  ten  cubic  yard 
vehicles  and  difficulty  was  experienced  in  maintaining  the  schedule  arranged  to 
ensure  frequent  and  efficient  removal  of  house  refuse. 

The  shortage  of  suitable  labour  porsonel  being  a continual  cause  of 

concern. 

It  is  also  interesting  to  note  that  the  amount  of  refuse  collected  in 
villages  where  previously  no  scheme  was  in  operation,  showed  a gradual  increase 
after  the  initial  collections  were  made. 

Salvage. 

The  income  from,  sales  of  salvage,  paper,  iron  scrap,  bottles  and  jars 
amounted  to  £52,  19,  7d, 

Disposal, 

All  refuse  is  taken  to  sites  owned  or  leased  by  the  Council  where 
disposal  is  effected  by  "controlled  tipping"  methods. 

Cleansing  of  Cesspools,

The  four  cesspool  emptiers  were  employed'  to  full  capacity  and  the  demand 
continued  to  increase. 

Until  the  proposed  sewerage  schemes  are  provided  the  need  for  the 
services  of  these  machines  will  expand  collaterally  with  the  continued  prevision 
of  improved  sanitation  by  property  owners. 

It  was  intended  to  extend  the  work  of  collecting  pail  closet  contents.
